Everything Youve Always Wanted to Know 
About ABC—But Just Couldn't Find Out!

Over the years, one of the major sources of 
BCC student discontent has been the operation of 
the Athletic Board of Control (A.B.C.) which is in 
charge of the BCC athletic program. 

The A.B.C. is a committee of three students, 
three faculty, and the Director of Athletics 
Richard Baldwin. Each of the students and 
faculty have one vote while Mr. Baldwin is the 
non-voting chairman. 

The students and faculty are picked in the 
following manner: They must submit a resume 
to their respective senate telling their 
qualifications and their reasons for applying. 
The applications are then submitted to the 
Administrative Council for selection. 

In the past, any member of the Administrative 
Council who was violently opposed to an 
applicant for some reason-could block their 
selection. This happened last year when some 
students were rejected because they were 
members of either the Fulcrum staff or the 
Student Senate. This came about because these 
two institutions were, at that time, in a fight with 
Mr. Baldwin over the A.B.C. and the number of 
students on the board (at that time there was 
only one student and three faculty on the board 
with Mr. Baldwin). Since that time, the students 
have gained two seats and Mr. Baldwin has lost 
his vote. 

The Athletic Board of Control is an important 
board on the campus because it determines the 
amount of money spent on each athletic function. 
They can put emphasis on one sport at the 
expense of the others or give each sport equal 
emphasis. They can give the intramural 


program more or less money; thus affecting 
large numbers of students. They do in fact 
control over $35,000 which, if used to advantage, 
gives each student what he wants in the way of 
athletic opportunity. 

The Board gets together each year to 
determine the budget for the next year. They 
make great use of the expertise which Mr. 
Baldwin has gained in years of athletics to 
determine the priority of each sport. They then 
vote on the budget and submit it to the 
Administrative Council. In case of a tie vote in 
any particular area, the final say is left to the 
Administrative Council on which Mr. Baldwin 
does have a vote. 

The amount of money available to the A.B.C. is 
determined by many variables. They receive $13 
for each full time student and a percentage of the 
part time activity fee. They also make a small 
income from ticket sales and towel fees. The 
budget is therefore just an estimate rather than 
an exact amount. 

This year’s budget (made up last year) was 
based on a student population estimate of 2,400. 
The amount of the budget as put forth was 
$38,872 income with an outgo of $44,245. This 
leaves a deficit of $5,373 which was made up out 
of the cash reserve in a savings account.

Cutbacks in Financial Aid Proposed

Recent news from Washington indicates that 
there will be drastic financial cutbacks in 
student aid. Mr. Robert Jones, Coordinator of 
Financial Aid here at Broome Community 
College, recently gave the following information 
that may affect all college students. 

Beginning February 1, 1973 every applicant for 
a bank loan must not only turn in an application 
for the loan to the Financial Aids Office, but 
must also send in a Parent’s Confidential 
Statement to Princeton, New Jersey for 
processing. The purpose of the Parent’s 
Confidential. Statement is to determine how 
much the student’s parents will be expected to

contribute towards the student’s education. The 
parent’s contribution is then subtracted from the 
cost of attending an institution (as determined 
by the college) and the student can only borrow 
the difference. Therefore, a student is unable to 
determine how much he will be able to borrow 
until after the Financial Aid Office has received 
the results of his  Parent’s Confidential 
Statement. No provision is provided in the law 
for the students whose parents are unwilling to 
contribute or for the student who thinks he will 
need more money than the college had 
determined it will cost. 

Questions have arisen as to possible cutbacks 
or planning of several programs i.e. Educational 
Opportunity Grants, National Direct (Defense) 
Student Loans, College Work Study, and

National Nursing Scholarship and Loan 
Programs. While Congress has not debated the 
education bills, several things have emerged. 
Nixon has proposed to phase out the Education 
Opportunity Grants (E.0.G.) and the National 
Direct (Defense) Student Loans. In addition, he 
proposed to cut the College Work-Study Program 
by almost fifty per cent. The Regional Panel for 
Financial Aid has approved BCC for $179,130 in 
these three programs. This amount would have 
aided approximately 425 students or 17 per cent 
of our student body. 


Although not official yet, rumors have also 
spread from Washington that President Nixon 
plans. to either cut back or drop the National 
Nursing Scholarship and Loan Program. This 
year BCC received $29,045 in scholarships and 
loans for our nursing students. This money will 
aid 55 students which represent 56 per.cent of our 
total student nurses. 


How does Nixon propose to fill the gap? 
Increase the amount given to the state 
scholarship programs (Scholar Incentive, and 


- Regents Scholarship). Or, set up a new program 


administered by a private organization to whom 
the student would also have to send a Parent’s 
Confidential Statement if he wantéd that 
particular scholarship. This would violate the 
Educational Amendment of 1972 that Nixon 


signed into law. If such a move were made, it | 


would take over a year for an organization to 
establish any kind of system to handle the 
enormous burden. What would happen to the 
students in the academic year 1973-74? The other 
alternative would be for the student to borrow 
from a local bank at7 per cent interest. 


BCC student leaders have recently urged all 
students to write their Congressmen and inform 
them of their feelings. Students may send their

Athletic Budget 


When one looks through the athletic budget for the 
first time, he is overwhelmed with the detailed way it 
is written. There are itemized amounts set aside for 
jocks and socks, umpire fees, transportation, and 
coach’s salaries. All in all, itis very impressive. 

Unfortunately, under closer scrutiny the whole 
thing begins to take on a different aspect. It comes out 
that the female members of the campus community 
receive only $1,146 out of a total $38,872. It is also 
apparent that one sport is receiving bigger and 
better things than its less important brothers. It 
comes as no surprise that this ‘“‘Big Brother’’ sport is 
Basketball. 

The Basketball program gets a whopping $17,948 
for a 33 game schedule. This averages out to $544 per 
game (home and away). The closest sport to this is 
Soccer which spends $292 per game for a 13 game 
schedule or a total of $3536. Baseball spends $5,089 for 
second place in total allotment while playing a 24 
game schedule which is $210 per game. 

Even more interesting than what is in the budget, is 
what isn’t shown. There is no mention of any donation 
from local businessmen under the name of the Hornet 
Booster Club. There is also no mention of awards 
banquets for any of the sports although they are 
common knowledge. 

Last year Mr. Baldwin said that an athletic 
program controlled by students would castrate the 
basketball program which had given Broome Tech its 
“name’’. Might we remind him that the name is now 
Broome Community College (regardless of the name 
on his Basketball uniforms and his gym banners) and 
that under this name we are beginning to acquire a 
“name” in the academic world as.a: good if not 

excellent school. The need for a ‘‘name”’ in basketball 
is drawing toa close. If the students do gain control of 
the athletic program that they are paying for, it 
should be their prerogative to castrate the basketball 
program or not. In my opinion, they would not do this, 
they would only demand to know where their money is 
going. Maybe it will be the same thing. 


Student Paper 


A student newspaper is an instrument used for two 
basic purposes: The first is to inform the students the 
paper serves about what is going on around the 
campus in academic, adininistrative and social 
circles. Secondly,-a school newspaper is used to 
express the opinions’ of students about certain 
weaknesses or strengths a certain campus has. This 
has been referred to as “‘bitching and griping.”’ 

This newspaper has done its share of bitching and 
griping for the first seven issues this year. The staff of 
the FULCRUM had high hopes of receiving many 
opinions from those in the academic community at 
BCC. However, compared to the points this paper has 
brought out.in the open, feedback. has been 
heartbreaking. This brings about an interesting term 
used by many to describe a majority of people who 
. apathy. 

Several years ago, most of us went through a period 
of our lives where apathy was dominant in daily 
situations.

It was the 
first time that Keith and I had the pleasure of meeting with our new 
president. We had heard favorable reports about the man, but we 


had to see for ourselves. Understandably, we entered the room with - 


a tinge of apprehension. : 

As the interview progressed we became favorably impressed. 
Dr. Smith answered our questions with a refreshing straight- 
forwardness. He pulled no punches. Even more pleasing were his 
assurances that changes would be made. In fact, the word 
“change’’ permeated most of his frank responses. 

_ We were elated when we left his office. He convinced us that 
many of the innovations for which people have been striving for 
years stood a good chance of being put into effect. We had become 
believers.

~ “Flexibility, not rigidity” 


..(Editor’s note: On February 2, the second day 
that Dr. Sigmund Smith assumed the presidency 
of .BCC, FULCRUM editor-in-chief Jim 
Johnston, managing editor Keith Nelson, and 
news editor Mike Supa interviewed Dr. Smith in 
his office. Following are the major excerpts 
from that interview). 


Q: To what extent will the Executive Council 
influence your decisions? The Executive Council 
is made up of the deans of the college and one 
student representative. This council has 
repeatedly tabled any real action on the 
semester system. They constantly let it go for 
the next year and the next year, and it is usually 
applied to the technical fields because they are 
talking about how they need the co-op program 
which they do not have any more because the 
industries cannot take any students. Do you see 
anything in the foreseeable future that you will, 
yourself, influence a semester system at Broome 
Community? 

A: You have asked me two questions. Let me 
try to respond to the two parts. One, you are 
asking about the Executive Council. Let me 
respond to that by saying I obviously will have to 
live with the existing structure fora while. Until 
I find out what that structure is really-all about, I 
willlive with it. All right? But I will tell you this: 
the concept of tabling, which is the cop-out way 
of action, will not wear well with me. And if I 
have to intercede to make decisions, if this 
council chooses to table recommendations, and I 
feel that the decisions have to be made at this 
time, even if they are the wrong ones, I will 
make them. But the more general picture that I 
want to look at is the whole decision process. And 
this is part of a decision process. I may not feel 
comfortable withitm But I will have to test that. 
So you know, to ask me what I would do with 
what they do, a lot of it is going to depend on the 
tactics that they take. But I am not about to sit 
around . with tactics which are delaying 
decisions. To me, a delayed decision is worse 
than a bad decision, because a bad decision can 
always be changed. But you cannot change a 
non-decision. Now that is a general feeling I have 
about the decision process, and those of you who 
have done some checking in my background 
know I do not feel comfortable with waiting 
around and waiting around. You cannot always 
get the very last word. So you must make 
decisions based upon all the best information you 
have. And I will make sucha decision. But I will 
always be willing to “‘bite the bullet” if it is the 
wrong one. 

Now that does not really satisfy you, I suspect. 
I do not know enough about this Executive 
Council. 


Q: I am the Student Senate representative on 
that.council. My experience is very limited 
because I am only in there for a year — actually 
it’s not even a year. 

Peter Weins, the past Student Senate 
president, said: ‘Mike, in September of ’72, the 
Executive Council said they were going to 
suggest to the president that we go on a semester 
system.” And so I was overelated. I come in to 
the Executive Council, and they said: ‘Okay. In 
September of ’73 we will talk about it. Tell your 
people to set., a schedule of how it would be by 
the semester schedule.” It is the same thing they 
asked him last year. 

- Now, I am going according to what the past 
president has told me. And I see it coming up 
again, because this question of the semester 
system has always been hotly debated. Between 
now, the business and liberal arts versus the 
techmical fields as now the business and liberal 
arts are growing in population and the technical 


fields are going down. This is one concern I know . 


the students have because they would like to see 
a semester system. 
transferring. Of course, now with this new 


master plan and the way that it is coming out, — 


the way I have read it is that soon the community 
colleges will be accepting no matter what — any 
credits and all. - 

A: Being somewhat of a devil’s advocate at 


this point, the question of whether it is semester | 


or what we have may not be a broad enough 
question. There are other kinds of schedules that 
are being looked at and being developed

legitimate question is: “What changes?” All ~ 


are very exciting to me — modular types of 
schedules. 

So the question that I would want addressed is 
not semester versus quarter, or semester versus 
whatever, but the whole concept of scheduling. 


How about four-week modules? Why do we hang | 
our hats on this conventional business of - 


semesters, or quarters, or whatever it is? All 
these are administrative conveniences. 

To me, the key is what kind of a schedule 
arrangement is most efficient for the conduct of 


the business we are in — which is education. I . 


have no hang-ups with semesters. I have no’ 
hang-ups with your having to break at Christmas 
time so you can go trim the Christmas tree. If I 
were of the Jewish faith, but I am not, I think I 
could sympathize with many of the non- 
christians who complain about the christian 
easter-kinds of holly. But why do we have them? 
They are essential. Why do we end in May or 
June? Because the typical public schools get 
out; and most of us have children. All of these 
are little conveniences. I would rather go one. 
step further and say what kind of scheduling 
could we look at to take care of the problems that 
exist in the vocational and technical areas, the 
liberal arts area, the evening programs, and so 
on. That is the kind of thing I would like to have 
addressed. That involves much more careful 
thinking than just debating semesters, quarters, 
and so on. Now I think you would admit that that 
is a different ballgame than debating 
semesters. You know I could make a decision 
tomorrow: ‘‘We will go to semesters.”’ I do not 
think that decision would solve the problem. All 
we are going todo is shift the problem to another 
area. 

Iam convinced that there is something more 
flexible than quarters or semesters. CAP at the 
same time, the student is not penalized when he 
chooses to do something else when he leaves 
here, suchas transfer. He is not penalized by the 
schedule process or the credit business that he 
was involved in here. That to me is very critical. 
If we are having students at the two-plus-two 
programs anyway, and once they finish the two 
years they are having difficulties being accepted

in the college of their choice, then we ought to 
look hard at what injustices we are doing to that 
student if his credits are not transferrable. And 
of course, transferability is deeper than just ‘It 
is a three-hour course in introductory 
sociology?”. They start asking all kinds of 
questions ‘‘What is the content?” and so on. 
And that is one of the things I hope to be 
working out with at least one local college across 
town. : 
And I think you might be able to circumvent . 
the schedule thing that may be paramount in 
somebody’s mind. We have got to focus in on 
what the student’s needs are and how they are 
taken care of when he leaves here. And further, 
supposing the student starts here in his first 
year, and he wants to transfer. There ought to be 
no reason why someone has to say you must 
finish your two years at Broome Community 
College and then transfer. Maybe after one year, 
the student is best equipped to transfer to 
Oneonta ina particular program, and it might be 
a waste of his time and of our staff and facilities. 
Let us say he is interested in one of these time- 
shortened degree programs. What are we doing 
here for that student who is really interested in 
say a three-year baccalaureate program? You 
know, what we have is the conventional first two 
of a four-year program. Are we providing 
enough flexibility for the student in the varying 


. options that he is going to be facing in the next 


decade? 

The thing I am most concerned about in 
anything we do is to have flexibility. And if we 
have rigidity in many of the things we do; and I 
suspect we do, it’s got to go. Okay? We are not 
dealing with a group of trained monkeys 
anymore, all of whom go the same path. 


Q: Along these same lines of flexibility and 
rigidity, only one man before you has held this 
job that you are now holding — Mr. Tyrrell for 
twenty-five years. Now with one manat the helm 
for so long, there had to be some traditional way 
of looking at things and handling problems as 
well as a rather stable set of priorities. I was 
wondering whether or not, you did notice such a 
thing. If not, say with the new enthusiasm of a 
new president, does there seem to be an 
eagerness for change or new ways of looking at 
things? 

A: You know that is a loaded question. But I 
will answer it because I am not afraid to answer 
it. Number one, I have made it clear to everyone 
I have talked to, including the County 
Legislature, I do not intend to fill Mr. Tyrrell’s 
shoes. I do not want anybody to think that I am 


filling his shoes. All right? Now you interpret ~~ 


that anyway that you want. Number two, there is 
no question in my mind that it is inappropriate to 
ask: ‘‘Why change?” The question, the 


: 


right? There will be change. I cannot tell you 
today. I have been on the job one day. But I will 
tell you there will be changes. They knew that 
when they hired me. And change means that we 
might make a decision that makes sense today 
and tomorrow it stinks and we will change. I am 
not opposed to this. —- -/=-*.-- 

The other thing you mentioned, and I am well 
aware of this. When one man has.been in charge 
for so long, there is no question everybody knew 
what color socks he was going to wear. They 
knew every move he was going to make. I have a 
suspicion he made every decision. I am not that 
type of man and that is why, later on, people will 
learn that I am not Cecil Tyrrell. All right? - 

Now give me a month to put my money where 
my mouthis. And I am not going to be looking for 
stars. But there has to be changes. I am a 
different man. I have a different style of 
operating. I think I will work with people 
differently than he did. I have never met the 


-’ man, but I have the highest regard for what he 
did. Butit is anew ballgame. It is a new era. It is 


a new group of students. 
There are going to be people around here that 
are going to be repelled when I say to them “I 


- will not act on this until you give me the student 


input.”” I may completely disagree with the 
student input, and my decision may appear to 
ignore it; but I have got toknow what the student 
viewpoint is. 

And I am not giving you a bunch of bull. It is 
clear I cannot talk to four thousand students. 
There is no damn way. That means I have got to 
turn to the student leaders. That is where the 
action is. And I assure you that I will be fair with 
you. I will be honest with you. In fact, I give you 
my promise: The day that I lie to anybody here 
they can fire me. I will leave. 

But this idea of tradition. I am painfully aware 
of after one day. But I assure you there is going 
to be change. There is going to be more 
flexibility. 


Q: For years it seems as though the County 
Legislature has tried to exert a lot of influence on 
the running of the campus. This past year, the 
whole issue seems to be coming to a head. The 
pay dispute that they had started last year came 
toa climax this year with final settlement, and 
they recently demanded a work list of all 
teachers. I was wondering what you believe the 
County governmentrole should be in running the 
college in relation to all the other variables: the 
administration, the teachers, the students, and 
the state. 3 ‘ 

A: Thé very question you ask — the county 
cannot run the college. Now it is how it is 
interpreted. The county has hired people to run 
the college: the president, ‘the- administrative 
Staff, the faculty. Now if there is confusion about 
this then I will work hard'to ‘try to abate the 
confusion. as 

Now there are some technical things that 
occur because we are a county-sponsored 
college. There is fiscal machinery that the 
college must comply with. But fiscal machinery 
is, for example, not the same as running a 
college. There is no question. The county has no 
intention of telling me whol am going to have as 
the dean of this or that.That is one of the 
decisions that I have to make. They pay me to 
make that kind of a decision. You mentioned the 
business about the faculty load. It is more than 
just a request. They have sued us to get the 
information ‘about faculty: 

My stand will be, and I will be talking with the 
county shortly about this, that: there is more 
information we can give therm’ about the total 


_ effort of the faculty because faculty members do 


other things than teach. There are some 
absolutely outstanding. in’ counseling students. 
That does not show up on a loading report, if you 
wish, or how many ‘hours are spent in a 
classroom. There are faculty members that will 
be, and have’ served’ ‘on - significant college 
committees. : eid

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(CPS) — A recent survey 
conducted by Redbook magazine 
reveals that nine out of ten 
women believe that women are 
treated like second-class citizens. 


The survey of 120,000 women is’ 


believed by the editors of 
Redbook to be the largest current 
sample of female opinion about 
women’s roles in society. It is 
based on a_ 100-question 
questionnaire published by the 
magazine last April. One-fourth 
of the respondents were between 
the ages of 20 and 35. 

According to the survey, 
married women who are content 
with their roles as wives and 
mothers support the goals of 
women’s liberation almost as 
strongly as unmarried women, 
career-oriented women, or 
women dissatisfied with their 
lives. 

Seventy-four percent of the 
respondents do not think that full- 


time motherhood can satisfy 
most women. However, most of 
the married women surveyed 
were currently undertaking 
housework and child care, and 76 
percent said they were relatively 
satisfied with this work. 

Eighty-four percent of the 
women have already made 
decisions to marry and raise 
families, and a large majority 
are satisfied with their decisions. 

The majority said they plan to 
raise their children with similar 
aspirations, regardless of their 
sex. Eighty-five percent said 
they would encourage both sexes 
to study medicine, 91 percent to 
do household chores, 96 percent 
to care for younger siblings, and 
84 percent to do gardening and 
outside chores. 

Although 72 percent of the 
women said ‘“‘the best way for 
most women to develop their full 
potential’ is to take jobs that 


AFSC Works To 
Rebuild Indochina 


A million dollar campaign to 
more than double its aid to 
civilian war sufferers in Vietnam 
and its work for a lasting peace in 
Indochina was announced this 
week by the American Friends 
Service Committee. 

Designated the ‘‘North-South 
Vietnam Fund for War Relief and 
Peace Action,” the campaign 
opened January 21. 

A major early phase of the 
campaign is directed to the 
university communities across 
the nation, according to Wallace 
Collett, board chairman of the 
AFSC. 

“University young people,” 
said Collett; ‘‘and the faculties 
are deeply concerned .over the 
ramifications of this war. The 
theme of the campaign is ‘Make 
Your Own Peace.’ 

“We have found,’’ Collett 
added, ‘‘that many young people 
are seeking a way to do 


something on their own volition _ 


that can make a difference. Their 
support of AFSC’s programs has 
been identified by many of them 
as one way to make a difference 
to the thousands of victims of this 
war.” 


The AFSC will more than 
double its efforts in the year 
ahead to respond to the 
accumulated misery of the 
Indochinese people. 

“Tt is equally important,” said 
Collett, ‘“‘that Americans keep 
well-informed about the role of 
the United States in Vietnam. 
Many of the involvements of our 
country in Vietnam have taken 
place with the American people 
unaware of the sweeping and 


tragic nature of _ those 
involvements.” 
The AFSC operates a 


prosthetics and rehabilitation 
center at Quang Ngai, north of 
Saigon, which fits maimed 
civilian victims of the war with 
artificial arms and legs. Medical 
and surgical supplies have been 
provided to North and South 
Vietnam by AFSC over a period 
of several years, and the AFSC’s 
spokesmen have been prominent 
in efforts to convince the United 
States to get out of Vietnam, 
conferring in Hanoi, Paris, 
Saigon, and Washington, D.C. 
with representatives of all 
warring factions. 

AFSC’s peace action role in the 
United States has dated from 1954 
when the Board of Directors 
warned against U.S. involvement 
in Vietnam at the time of the 
Geneva agreement. Since then it 
has carried out unceasing peace 
education and action efforts that 
have included teach-ins, draft 
and military counselling, the 1969 
“March Against Death’ in 
Washington, D.C., and the 
development of printed and 
audio-visual material revealing 
the facts about the war and U.S. 
involvement often buried under 
the propaganda of _ the 
governments involved. 

Funds raised for the million- 
dollar campaign will go to 
support the initiation of new 
AFSC war relief programs in all 
parts of Vietnam and for 
domestic and international work 
for peace in Indochina. 

Founded in 1917, the AFSC is 
dedicated to the search for 
nonviolent solutions to human 
problems. With projects in 18 
countries in addition to the 
United States, it has a worldwide 
staff of men and women of many 
races, religions, and 
nationalities. 
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most fulfill them as individuals, 
68 percent of those women who 
quit their jobs when their 
children were born were happy to 
do so. 


Less enthusiasm was 
generated about the routine and 
un-creative aspects of 
homemaking. Only 34 percent of 
the women found cleaning, dish- 
washing and laundry “gratifying 
or fun,’ but 93 percent found 
decorating and entertaining to be 
so. Seventy percent found sewing 
clothes for themselves or their 
families to be pleasurable, and 54 
percent enjoyed daily cooking. 
Less than one-fifth had ever hired 
household help. 


Almost 60 percent of the 
respondents reported a high 
degree of satisfaction in their 


sexual relationships, an 
indication that social observers 
may be wrong in 


overemphasizing female sexual 
dissatisfaction. 


The majority (83 percent) of 
young women see sex as 
“important” to their lives. Fifty- 
nine percent of the women said 
they and their husbands have 
equal needs in terms of sexual 
intercourse, and that these 
experiences are extremely 
satisfying. 

According to the survey, three 
women in four feel the media 
degrade women by portraying 
them as sex objects or mindless 
dolls. 


More than 90 percent are 
aware that women earn less than 
men for doing the same work, 
and 94 percent opposed the 


argument that women deserve: 


less pay than men because ‘‘they 

are less reliable workers.” 
Although most respondents 

acknowledged that

discrimination against women 
exists, they had different ideas as 
how to conquer it. Almost-half 
said that a woman who wished to 
overcome discrimination must 
do it herself, ‘‘working 
individually to prove (her) 
abilities and educate men.” 


One woman in three favored 
“working with men in organized 
groups” as a way to eliminate 
discrimination. Only two percent 
believed that women should join 
together in exclusively women 
groups to fight discrimination. 


The majority of the women 


surveyed said they do not belong 
to any women’s organizations. 


A large majority do not feel 
that the women’s liberation 
movement will have a direct 
effect on their lives, but they do 
feel that their daughters will 
have greater opportunities 


because of it. 


The signing of a ceasefire does not end our work for peace 
in Vietnam. You can take positive action, within the realm of 
your, own conscience, to alleviate suffering our country has 
caused and to prevent its recurrence. 

The American Friends Service Committee is substantially 
expanding its strong, well-established programs of peace ac- 
tion and aid to North and South Vietnam. This is action of 
extraordinary scope for this Quaker organization which has 
worked impartially for peace since World War |. 

AFSC aid in the Vietnam War began in 1965 with medical 
assistance to civilians. The Service Committee has supplied 
penicillin for war sufferers in NLF controlled areas and deliv- 
ered four installments of surgical supplies to North Vietnam. 
In South Vietnam, the AFSC has provided medical care for 
inmates of the Quang Ngai Province.prison, developed a pro- 
gram for refugee children and conducted a widely recognized 


prosthetics and rehabilitation program for war injured civilians. 


In the area of peace action, the American Friends Service 


Committee has been calling for peace in South Vietnam since 
1954. Currently, the AFSC continues to press for release of 
more than 200,000 civilian political prisoners in Thieu’s jails. 
It is challenging new and disguised forms of intervention such 


as replacement of soldiers with 10,000 U.S. civilian advisors. 
It is also supporting a campaign to stop further development — 
and production of anti-personnel weapons.

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QUESTION: I have read that the average 
number of calories consumed during sexual 
intercourse is equivalent to running up two 
flights of stairs. The question is: My girlfriend is 
5’8’’ and weighs 145 lbs; would daily intercourse 
be an adequate substitute for her evening jog 
around the dormitory complex? 

ANSWER: Caloric expenditure during sexual 
intercourse would obviously be related to the 
vigor with which it is performed and the duration 
of the act. The incredible altruism of offering 
yourself on a daily basis to your energetic friend 
in order to spare her the hardship of jogging 
around her dorm fails to convince this skeptic. 
However, you present one of the more 
imaginative lines I’ve heard of in a while. 

The best solution would be to jog around with 
her each day and then decide what to do. A word 
of warning: any form of athletic endeavor 
requires proper equipment. Sexual intercourse 
produces a staggering number of pregnancies 
compared to jogging; be sure and use effective 
contraception.

QUESTION: We recently adopted a child who 
came from another country and was not 
circumcised. Our family physician advised 
against circumcision at his age, nine months. We 
are wondering if this should be done for health 
reasons and if this might prevent possible 
teasing by other boys at a later time. We do not 
wish to disregard our physician’s opinion, but at 
the same time, most male children we know 
have been circumcised. 

ANSWER: Circumcision is the removal of the 
foreskin which is the tab of skin extending from 
the shaft of the penis, covering most of the 
‘glands, or bulb shaped end of the penis.” 
Circumcision at birth, or shortly thereafter, is 
generally performed in this country to prevent 
the development of diseases of the penis later in 
life. As a part of religious ritual, Jews and 
Moslems circumcise their newborn male 
children, the practice supposedly originating as 
part of their hygienic codes. Circumcision is less 


popular in some parts of the world than it is here. © 


The procedure is uncomplicated and does not 
seem to produce distress when performed 
shortly after birth However, it is an 
uncomfortable procedure when performed later 
in life and is generally not recommended unless 
definite indications exist. Such indications would 
be repeated infections of the penis or very 
narrow opening through the foreskin. The main

value of circumcision is prophylactic, that is, 
preventative. People who are not circumcised 
who conscientiously pull back the foreskin and 
clean the glans area of the penis well each time 
they shower or bathe, generally do not have 
difficulties. However, this type of cleanliness 
often works out better in theory than in practice, 
making circumcision a sensible procedure for a 
newborn. The foreskin in infants and small 
children may remain adherent tothe glans of the 
penis for some time and you should not make any 
attempt to pull it back until advised to do so by 
your physician. Circumcision, or the lack of it, in 
no way affects sexual performance or 
enjoyment. 

I agree with your doctor and would not advise 
circumcision of a nine month old because there 
is no sense in exposing him to this discomfort. As 
to the matter of being teased by other boys, all 
children must sooner or later come to grips with 
the ways in which they are different from others. 
At any appropriate time, a simple explanation of 
the anatomy involved should alleviate any of his 
concerns. If Freudian theory is correct, having 
something there that others are missing should 
not cause any concern, unless other people are 
threatening to cut it off. .

QUESTION: What type of treatment is given 
to rape victims. Especially, what is done to 
prevent pregnancy. When a rape victim comes 
in, does the hospital have to report it to the 
police? Will they refuse to treat the woman or 
call the police against her will if she doesn’t want 
the rape reported. I was once the victim of a sex 
offender and the worst part of the experience 
was going over the incident with the police. 
Woman should be allowed to avoid this if they 
wish. 

ANSWER: Rape is commonly defined as 
sexual contact between a man and an unwilling 
woman other than his wife, with violence or the 
threat of violence. Many women are probably 
coerced in a variety of subtle and not so subtle 
ways into having sexual intercourse in situations 
that do not legally meet the definition of rape, 
but functionally are hard to distinguish from the 
more brutal crimes. 

Medical attention to the rape victim consists of 
a careful physical examination, including a 
pelvic exam, to be sure that the woman has not 


sustained physical injuries in need of immediate - 


attention. Such an examination might provide an 
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initial check to see if the woman contracted 
venereal disease and also help establish further 
legal evidence of the existence of rape. If a 
woman is not on contraceptive pills she would 
most likely be offered the opportunity to receive 
medication to prevent a pregnancy (‘‘morning 
after pill’). The immediate attention to the 
victim should also include an assessment of the 
woman’s psychological needs. Few personal 
crimes represent the type of cruel assault and 
violation of person that exists in rape. The 
psychological after effects of a rape can be fairly 
severe, but can almost always be lessened 
greatly by a few talks with someone 
knowledgeable in this area. 

In many states, a hospital does not have to 
report rape to the authorities unless the victim is 
severely physically assaulted in an obvious 
fashion, in which case such a crime must be 
reported whether rape has occurred or not. A 
case of rape cannot be prosecuted unless the 
woman who is raped chooses to file a complaint. 
Although recounting details of an assault is 
unpleasant, the protection of future victims of 
the rapist makes it nearly essential that a victim 
cooperate with the authorities. Rapists tend to 
repeat their attacks and failure to prosecute 
exposes other people to possible harm. 
Enlightened police officials and prosecutors try 
to make the investigation of such crimes as 
painless as possible for the victims. Names of 
victims are never released and if the assailant is 
caught, trials are usually held in closed 
courtrooms. The victim is merely a witness, not 
the person on trial.

QUESTION: I.am curious as to why my hair 
does not grow anymore than two or three inches 
past my shoulders. It grows rapidly until that 
point, then seems to literally stop growing! I do 
color my hair about once a month, but it is well 
cared for and in good condition. 

ANSWER: Among other things, hair length is 
dependent upon metabolic factors, diet, and the 
condition of the hair. Assuming that you are in 
good health there is a fair likelihood that 
coloring your hair is weakening the hair shafts 
and allowing them to break off or to fall out when 
they get to the length you mentioned. The 
materials used in hair dyes are quite strong and 
do affect hair strength.

~Boston Marathon

On my way home from classes 
recently, I noticed a young man 
jogging alongside Front Street. I 
thought nothing of it because it 
was a warm, sunny day and 
many people run on such days. 

As time went on, however, I 
continued to see him running, 
rain or shine. Even on cold, 
wintry days he could be observed 
jogging through the wind and 
snow. This man had something 
special. I had to find out who he 
was and why he was running. 

This persistent runner is Mr. 
Keith Hartman, a BCC teacher. 
Why. does he run? For now the 
answer is the Boston Marathon. 

Mr. Hartman began running 
about three years ago at Cornell 
just to get into shape. “‘I started 
running about a mile a day with 
some friends and gradually 
increased my distance as I got 
stronger,” he said relaxing in his 
office chair. ‘“‘“Each day I run 
about six miles in the morning, 
from my home to work and then 
six miles more going back home 
at night.” 

On weekends he logs about 
twenty miles to make his weekly 
total approximately 80 miles. 
That’s not bad for starting at a 


mile a day. 
The weather presents no real 
- problem, although, like most 


runners, he prefers sunshine. 

A while ago, he had taken 
cycling to keep in shape when he 
couldn’t run due to a leg injury. 
He enjoys the sport and has 


entered competition in California | 


and New York. But he recently 
gave up on cycling. 

“Cycling is very enjoyable but 
running is easier. You don’t have 
to depend on other people and you 
don’t have to worry about your 
bike breaking down. When you 
run, it’s all up to you.” 

So jogging is what he continues 
to excel in. 

On Patriots’ Day in April, Mr. 
Hartman’s efforts may pay off. 
That’s the day when he will join 
approximately 12,000 other 
runners competing in the Boston 
Marathon. His hope for that day 
is to run for two hours and"thirty 
minutes, which would probably 
put him in the top fifty finishers. 


Why all this persistent running 
I asked. Is it glamour or fame 
which he hopes to achieve? ‘‘Not 
really,’ he replied, ‘‘It’s more of 
a personal goal. I run for the self 
improvement, to see how far I 
can go. Like most runners I’m 
not out to beat another guy. I’m 
out to beat the’ clock,” 

As a member of the Triple 
Cities Running Club and the 
Finger Lakes Running Club, he’ll 
be running with some friends
